Many in Party That Departs 
to Brule Lodge in Special 
Train of Eight Cars. 


After a 48-hour delay, due to the 
recurring illness of Mrs. Coolidge, the 
President and Mrs. Coolidge, with 
their special party of 70; left Wash- 
ington last night shortly before 11 
o’clock for their summer vacation at 
Cedar Island Lodge, Brule, Wis. 

The party entrained at Union Sta- 
tion at the close of one of the warm- 
est days of the season, and what ap- 
pears to be the verge of the first pro- 
longed hot spell in the Capital this 
year. 

Although a fair sized crowd and a 
multitude of newspapermen and pho- 
tographers were at Union Station 
several hours before the presidential 
special pulled out, expecting to see the 
President and Mrs. Coolidge off, none 
but a few terminal officials saw them 
arrive or knew that they had been in 
their car on a lower level siding from 
8:10 o'clock. 


Dummy Car Substituted. 


A brightly lighted coach with an 
observation platform on the_ rear, 
which was generally believed to be the 
President’s personal car, was attached 
to the end of the special on track 20 
until the train pulled out, when the 
waiting crowd were slow to realize that 
they had been deceived. Terminal] 
officials then explained that the Presi- 
dent’s car had been shifted to the 
lower level and a “dummy” substituted 
about 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

President and Mrs. Coolidge, Col. 
James G. Coupa, the President’s per- 
sonal physician, and a trained hurse 
left the Write House shortly before 8 
o’clock, were wapidly driven to the east 
end of Union Station, down the sloping 
driveway to the tover level, where it 
was but a step irom thelr automobile 
to the Presidents railroad coach on 
the “scenery” siding.

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EXPLORERS INJURED 


IN WRECK OF ITALIA 


Leader of Ill-Fated Arctic 
Dash Previously Silent on 
Own Misfortune in Crash. 


RELIEF WORK RESULTS 
EXPECTED WITHIN WEEK 


Norwegian Fliers Rush Prep- 
arations to Drop Supplies 
to Castaways. 


Rome, June 13 (A.P.).Word came 
out of the North today that Gen. No- 
bile was among the injured when the 
dirigible Italia was wrecked. Both his 
right arm and right leg were hurt, but 
if latest reports are to be relied upon 
he has practically recovered. 

In addition to Gen. Nobile, Dr. Finn 
Malmgren, Swedish meteorologist, re- 
ceived bad contusions of the arm and 
Chief Technician Cecioni suffered a 
fracture of the right leg. 

The fact that Nobile was injured 
caused a profound impression and 
added to the dramatic situation. The 
first report was that two men had 
been wounded, the commander of the 
Italia omitting to speak of himself in 
the brief radio messages. 

The people of Italy are anxiously 
watching news of the rescue prepara- 
tions, and today. prior to the receipt 
« word of the general's injuries, his 
wife and daughter sent a wireless to 
him through the Citta di Milano, 
“Courage, faith, kisses from Carlotta 
and Maria.” 

It is hoped that by the end of the 
week some definite phase of the rescue 
work will be reached by the various ex- 
peditions from Kings Bay, Sweden, 
Russia and Norway. The search will 
center around the last recorded posi- 
tion of the Italia’s coniamander. Sup- 
plies will be furnished him and all ef- 
forts will be made to aid his return to 
the mainland. 

Once this is done efforts will be dl- 
rected to finding the members of the 
expedition who were carried away by 
the dirigibie’s bag. It is estimated that 


they can resist the rigors of the Arctic 
longer than the others as they have

Hope of Rescue Increasing. 


Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, June 13 
(A.P.).—Hope grows for the rescue or 
the relief of Gen. Umberto Nobile and 
his companions of the wrecked dirigible 
Italia as the daring Norwegian Arctic 
fliers, Capt. Riiser-Larsen and Lieut. 
Luetzow Holm, make ready aboard the 
sealer Hobby for flights over the pack 
ice in the neighborhood of Foyne Island. 

The Hobby has reached open water 
to the west of Northeast Land and is 
forcing her way along in the hope of 
reaching North Cape, where she prob- 
ably will be halted by the ice. That 
woulg put her less than 100 miles from 
where the Italian explorer and the five 
others with him comprising what is 
known as the radio party are believed 
to be drifting on an ice floe. 

The moment conditions permit, the 
aviators will go into the air and will 
drop supplies for the castaways if they 
are so fortunate as to sight them. Their 
position is reported by Giuseppl Biog!, 
radio operator of the Italia, at 80.37 
north latitude and 27.34 east. The 
party was being carried in the drift in 
a northwesterly direction, which 
carrying them slowly toward their 
would-be rescuers. 

The drift, however, is not considered 
of much importance here, unless there 
is a shift and the pack ice moves to- 
ward the sea. 

After the blizzard of yesterday, the 
sun appeared, and the expectation is 
that the weather will hold favorable 
for the search for the missing men, who 
are split into three groups, two of 
them widely separated, and the third, 
if alive, in an unknown region. 

The ice breaker Braganza is back at 
King’s Bay, taking on gasoline and pro- 


visions, together with dogs and sledges. | 


It will proceed as soon as possible to 
northern Spitzbergen. 


Filers Have Thrilling Experience. 


The best the present rescue expedli- 
ttons hope to do is to definitely locate 
the Italia’s men, and supply them with 
food, medicines and proper equipment 
to withstand the cold. The work of 
transporting the castaways must be 
left to the bigger planes or the Russian 
icebreakers if they succeed in cutting 
their way. through. 

With the return of the Braganza to- 
day, a story was told of the thrilling 
experience of Lieut. Holm and his com- 
panion, Pilot Myre, when they were 
forced to land at Brandy Bay and had 
to spend several nights in their sleep- 
ing bags Polar bears put mM an Ap- 
pearance, nosed the plane and sniffed 
at the two figures in the sleeping bags 
They did no damage, however, although 
Holm and Myre spent a few anxious 
minutes and breathed a sigh of relief 
as they departed.

Holm’s fine flight Over the Polar re- 
gions. He believes that Holm and

Summer School Salary Scale. 


The new salary scale for summer 
school teachers, which will be put into 
effect for the first time this season, 
was announced by Dr. Ballou.

The daily increase, in seven groups. 
will be as follows: 

Elementary teachers, from 83.30 to

FARMERS REBUFFE 
AT DOORS OF HL, 
ENUM HONE 


30,000,000 Won’t Vote for 
secretary, Is Song They 
Chant Loudly. 


HOTELS ARE INVADED 
AS COMMITTEE TOILS 


Floor Fight on Fee Plank, if 
It Comes, to See West 
Lined Against East.

‘ Kansas City, Mo., June 13.—The corn 
belt revolt, made visible and vocative 
in the form of a small army of farm- 
ers, laid siege today to the Republi- 
can national convention. 

Headed by a band in overalls, the 
farmers marched on the hall this 
morning chanting in a@ sing-song, “We 
don’t want Hoover.” Their leaders sent 
in a note asking permission to parade 
through the hall, in one door and out 
of another, to give the East a close-up 
view of one political phase of the mid- 
dle West. 

The request was ignored. So the 
farmers, headed by William H. Settle, 
president of the Indiana Farm Bureau, 
marched around the hall three times, 
raising at the top of well-seasoned- 
leather lungs a series of shouts. They 
almost drowned out the amplifiers 
which were spreading the doings of 
the convention to the outside world 
with a song that had only seven words. 
They kept it up incessantly for an hour 
or more 
, The song, with its chorus and all its 
1 verses, was: 

“Thirty million farmers won’t: vote 
for Hoover.” 


Orderly and Good-Natured, 


It was an orderly, good-natured 
throng, but it was well-equipped with 
lung power. At one juncture State 
Senator John Schuman, of Watertown, 
Wis., at the head of the section of the 
parade, marched his crowd up to the 
Main door and tried to press inside. 
A police captain blocked the way. 
.Schuman waved the flag he carried. 
“This flag goes anywhere,” he cried. 

“It won't go here without an ad- 
Mission ticket,” said the policeman. 

The marchers tried again at the al- 
ley door, with no success. So the band 
tuned up. “Play God Save the King!’” 
yelled one of the farm leaders through 
@ megaphone, while the alley rocked 
with laughter. 

Edgar Bush, former Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of Indiana, entered the hall, say- 
ing he would ask official permission 
for the farmers to enter. He looked 
. up a sergeant at arms, also from In, 
* diana 

“We're all good Republicans,” said 
Mr. Bush. “All we want is to come 
and. stage a peaceful demonstration 
and march out again.” 

“Sorry.” said the sergeant at arms, 
“but they can’t enter without tickets. 
It would demoralize the proceedings.” 


Farm March is Resumed. 


“The farmers will resent this,” said 
, Mr. Bush. He carried the word back to 
the uprisers, who again took up the 
march. Delegates, hearing something 
interesting was in progress came rush- 
ing out to see the spectacle. Movie 
cameramen were busy. 

In the street outside the main 
entrance three large signs were held by 
squads of husky growers where they 
hit the delegates in the eye. One read: 
“We want a Republican,” another 
“We're Republicans and Want Our 
Own Party to Protect Us;” still another, 
“Hoovér Will be Pie for Al Smith.” 

The corn belters invaded the hotel} 
lobbies during the convention recess. 
They planked themselves in front of 
the several Hoover headquarters, and 
go* in debate over farm matters with 
anyone wearing a delegate badge. 

Meanwhile, a battle over the farm 
plank was raging in the subcommittee 
of the resolutions committee. The plat- 
form framers, pink-eyed from a session 
that lasted nearly all night, were un- 
able to reach any compromise when 
they got together this morning. They 
kept grinding away in executive session 
at the Chamber of Commerce, while 
‘corn belters kept swarming along, 
trying to penetrate the silence for a 
trifle of news on the situation. 


Want Specific Plank. 


A stack of farm planks was before 
the committee when it started. They 
are of all varieties. The corn belt up- 
rising leaders insist that to satisfy the 
farmers the plank must“tontain some- 
thing specific. If any sugar-coated 
generality is put through, they declare, 
it would lead to a movement of many 
of the farm organizations upon Hous- 
ton to seek a wide open declaration in 
the Democratic platform. 

The thirty farm organizations: which 
served notice on the party Monday that

if the convention does not listen to 
the wishes of organized agriculture the 
farmers will speak at the polls in 
November and urged a plank declaring 
for the proposals of the McNary-Haugen 
bill. The “equalization fee’”’ is the real 
core of the fight. The fee is the essence 
of the McNary-Haugen bill. The corn 
belt leaders, in general, say that to sult 
the embattled farmers, the plank will 
need to declare for the princple of the 
equalization fee, which they define as 
“The cost of surplus control which 
must be borne by all producers of the 
commodity benefited.” 

The language of the plank adopted 
in Chicago last Friday by the American 
Farm Bureau, they maintain, is a close 
definition of the equalization fee 
principle, but in view of the dispute 
over its meaning, they declare it would 
be well to change its phraseology. 


Floor Fight in Sight. 


Corn: belt leaders in the anterooms 
pointed out that in the subcommittee 
that is getting the platform into shape, 
agriculture is represented by Earl C. 
Smith, president of the Illinois Agri- 
cultural Association. Some of the lead- 
ing opponents of the McNary-Haugen 
bill are also on the committee in the 
persons of Senators Smoot, Borah and 
Bingham. Mr. Smith, they report, has 
been putting up a strong battle but 
he is up against tremendous odds. 

When the full resolutions committee 
met at 4 o'clock, the farm plank was 
still the bone of contention. Chairman 
Smoot said it was the one plank hold- 
ing back the presentation of the plat- 
form, and he indicated that it may take 
all night to thrésh it out. The 
prospects were for a fight on the floor 
of the convention. 

A minority platform had been pre- 
pared by the Wisconsin delegation, as 
usual, and it will be presented by 
Senator Le Follette. 

As it stood, the subcommittee 
adopted a farm plank indorsing the 
Coolidge policy, which would mean ap- 
proval of the McNary-Haugen bill veto, 
according to the antechamber reports. 
The farm group plank indorsing the 
principle of the “equalization fee” 
when voted on was beaten, 13 to 3. 
After this various compromises fell 
through and the general sense was to 
put the question up to the full com- 
mittee, where it now is. 


Working on Scheme. 


Word from the inner chamber was 
that Senator Borah and a majority of 
the committee favored declaring for 
the principle of spreading the cost of 
surplus marketing over the commodity 
benefited, provided it did not involve 
an equalization fee administered by a 
governmental agency. Hours of debate 
were spent in trying to work out such 
a scheme, but to no avail so far. 

The minority platform of the Wis- 
consin La Folletteites is surmised to 
contain a plank satisfactory to the 
farm leaders.

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MARYLAND'S DELEGATION

Mayor Broening Says Hoover 
Men Were Supported Because 
of Opponents’ Tactics. 


MEMBERS HAVE BUSY DAY 


Kansas City, Mo., June 13 (AP) =~ 
After voting solidly behind the national 
committee and the credentials commit- 
tee today when the ruling seating the 
Hoover instructed delegates from Texas 
was challenged, Maryland delegates to 
the Republican national convention 
were marking time tonight. 

“Our action today was based on the 
belief that the rival Texas faction wae 
without a just claim, and we voted 
without regard to the instruction of the 
delegates,” Mayor W. F. Broening of 
Baltimore, chairman of the old liners, 
said.

“Maryland took the view that any 
claim the Texas challengers might have 
had as district delegates was overshad- 
owed by a rump convention held after- 
ward,” the Baltimore executive contin- 
ued. “We would have considered the 
claim to a much greater extent except 
for the illegal action of a rump conven- 
tion.” 

Not all members of the delegation had 
the leisure to look over the convention 
crowds and spend the day in idle discus- 
sion of politics. Representative Freder- 
ick N. Zihlman was in need of sleep to- 
day and faced still further night work 
as a member of the resolutions com- 
mittee, working at all hours to draft 
the party platform. 

Roland R. Marchant, of Baltimore, as 
a member of the credentials committee, 
listened to the numerous delegation 
fights from the Southern States, where 
factional strife is working the commit- 
tee overtime. Galen L. Tait was swamp- 
ed in keeping the records of the com- 
mittee on rules and order of business, 
and William P. Jackson was busy as a 
member of the national committee.

UPHOLD REPORT MADE

Credentials Committee Votes 
to Admit Backers of the 
Secretary.

Kansas City, June 13 (A.P.).—The 
delegate make-up of the Republican 
national convention finally was deter- 
mined today but not until the fight 
over Texas representation had been 
carried to the floor and supporters of 
Hoover had demonstrated they had 
control. 

Upholding decisions of the national 
committee and of the credentials com- 
mittee, which grappled with contests 
through most of the night, the con- 
vention by a roll-call vote of 65914 to 
39914 shut the doors of the hall on 22 
district delegates from Texas, generally 
classed as anti-Hoover. This done, 
without further ado, it recognized the 
credentials of the contesting faction 
which is strong for the Secretary of 
Commerce. 

The majority report of the credentials 
committee, presented by Mrs. Mabel 
Walker Willebrandt, an assistant at- 
torney general and a Hoover delegate- 
at-large for California, dismissed all 
the appeals from last week’s decisions 
of the national committee, which al- 
most without exception went in 
Hoover’s favor. In addition it recom- 
mended the seating of a Lafollette dele- 
| gate from the Third Wisconsin district 
| in the face of a contest which had not 

been reviewed by the national com- 
| mittee,

If we lose we'll not feel hurt, but 
sorry.” 

Although three members of the dele- 
gation voted with the Hoover forces 
against seating the eighteen Texas dis- 
trict delegates when their fight was 
brought before the convention, spokes- 
man for Goff insisted that the senator 
would have eighteen of the nineteen 
West Virginia votes on the first ballot. 
Those who voted against acceptance of, | 
the minority report of the credentials § 
committee on the Texan’s appeal to 
the convention were: Wade H. Pepper, 
Clarksburg, elected as a. delegate 
G. Bradley, of

Both Bradley and White were 
elected as unpledged delegates, but 
Bradley has stated that Hoover is his 
second choice after Goff, and White 
similarly favors Frank O. Lowden.

As a concession to radio Ilsteners’ 
ears one of the first things under- 
taken at the convention yesterday was 
to “sound proof” the rostrum so that 
the raps of the chairman’s gavel would 
not sound, as Graham McNamee put 
it, “like a windstorm in a forest.” It 
seems listeners at the opening session 
mistook the gavel’s reverberations for 
trouble on the Hne, so hasty steps were 
taken to correct this impression.

One of the noticeable things on the 
air was evidence of the wear and tear 
upon the voice of Senator Fess as the 
result of his lengthy keynote speech.

Democrats to Elect Delegates 
and Committeemen; Vote 
on District Suffrage. 


Preparations have been completed for 
the second Democratic primary, which 
will be held today under the auspices 
of the Al Smith Club of the District. 
The primary will choose twelve District 
delegates, with half a vobe each, for the 
Democratic national convention § at 
Houston June 26, a Democratic na- 
tional committeeman and committee- 
woman and 22 members of the local 
Democratic central committee. 

The delegates elected at the primaries 
today will contest the right of delegates 
chosen at a primary held May 26 to rep- 
resent the District at Houston.

THE PROHIBITION PLANK, 


The Borah prohibition plank, incorporated 
as a part of the Republican platform by the 


resolutions committee, is far from the fear- 
some pronouncement the public expected when 
the Idaho senator began his dry campaign. 
Stripped of its verbiage, it is a declaration for 
law enforcement. Its cali for “vigorous” en- 
forcement is redundancy. Enforcement can 
have only one meaning. , 

In principle Senator Borah and Nicholas 
Murray Butler may be said to be in agree- 
ment. The former quotes Washington: “The 
Constitution which at any time exists until 
changed by expressed and authentic act by 
the whole people is sacredly obligatory upon 
all.” Dr. Butler a@ the close of his plea for 
a return to self-determination said: ‘“‘While 
this amendment remains upon the statute 
book it should be obeyed.”’’ 

The language used by the two men is dif- 
ferent, but there is no such conflict as that 
which marked their positions a year ago 


,when they became the leaders of the two. 


schools of thought on prohibition. Many men 
less ardent in their dryness than Senator 
Borah might well have written the plank that 
he took to Kansas City. In praise of prohi- 
bition it says not a word. Less ardent wets 
than Dr. Butler might have framed his mes- 
sage of protest. Followers of both factions 
will agree that so long as the eighteenth 
amendment remains on the books it should be 
enforced. Senator Borah by his two quota- 
tions, the one from Washington and the other 
from Lincoln, points the way to those who 
are dissatisfied with the prohibition experi- 
ment. The way lies through repeal. On that 
road an increasing number of citizens have 
set their feet. 


REPARATION PROSPECTS. 


An encouraging note is sounded by S. Parker 
Gilbert, agent genera] for reparations, in con- 
nection with the development of the Dawes 
plan. The period during which Germany will 
be required to pay $625,000,000 annually from 
its own resources will begin on September 1. 
It has long been recognized that the transition 
from the smaller payments to the full amount 
marked the doubtful stage in the success of 
the Dawes plan. Two years ago Mr. Gi'bert 
himself said that it was impossible to forecast 
what success the German government would 
have in. meeting its obligations. Less than a 
year ago he sounded a note of warning that 
the German municipalities could not increase 
their borrowings and still balance their budg- 
ets as the reparation agreement intended. 

In his most recent survey Mr. Gilbert takes 
a much mere optimistic view of the situation. 
He feels confident that Germany will have no 
difficulty in maintaining the payments. His 
one note of warning applies with equal force 
to the American investor and. the German tax- 
payer. Mr. Gilbert points out that until the 
ultimate extent of the reparations obligations 
is fixed there must continue to be a degree of 
uncertainty connected with private loans to 
Germany. 

This is a phase of the situation that should 
be studied in the United States. The adminis- 
tration announced some time ago that it would 
not be inclined to favor German loans floated 
in this country which were not intended for 
productive purposes. The private investor 
should be guided by the same considerations. 
Otherwise the time may come when German 
borrowers will have no choice but to make 
their reparation payments at the expense of 
private loans. When the allies have deter- 
mined the full amount which Germany wiust 
pay it will be possible to answer German finan- 
cial questions that are now unsolved. 


RAILROADS IN CONFLICT. 


There is increasing evidence of an unsettled 
condition in the railroad world. The Northern 
and Southern roads already have declared war 
in their struggle to control the movement of 
lake cargo coal. There ‘are hints now of a 
steel rate war between Western and Eastern 
carriers. The Illinois Central has put into 
effect a reduction from Chicago to the gulf. 
This, it is said, nullifies the differential to the 
Pacific coast which the Eastern producers 
formerly enjoyed by making use of the Panama 
Canal. Many of these problems will be con- 
sidered at the meeting of the American rail- 
way executives this week, and whether there 
is to be peace or war may be determined, 

Much of the unrest in railroad circles and 
the accompanying warfare may be traced to 
the state of impotency to which the [Interstate 
Commerce Commission has been reduced by 
the politica] interference of Congress. Before 
the Senate made a political pawn of appoint- 
ments to the commission the power which that 
body exercised was almost absolute and uni- 
versally respected. Since the Senate demon- 
strated its intention to confirm no candidate 
for the commission until the political cousid- 
erations had been weighed, the situation has 
been materially changed. The _ railroads, 
either confident of senatorial support or fear- 
ing opposition from that quarter, have at- 
tempted to take matters into their own hands. 
Rulings of the commission that have not proved 
acceptable have been taken into court. Volun- 
tary reductions have been ordered, either to 
nullify or to uphold the commission’s de- 
cisions. 

The lack of confidence ‘in the commission, 
brought about not by its own acts, but by the 
actions of others, presents a situation which 
the railroads must face. It is leading evidently 
to an era of “each for himself.”” This may 
soon bring about the same state of disorganiza- 
tion that existed prior to the creation of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. An actual’ 
rate war of any proportions can ‘not be a 
permanent benefit to the Nation. The railroads 
are sO based economically that they can not 
suffer without injuring others. What the situ- 
ation demands is a restoration of the powers 
vested in the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
and an abandonment of congressional! interfer- 
ence. 


AN ARMORY FOR THE GUARD. 


Gen. Anton Stephan, commander of the 
District National Guard, has renewed his cam- 
paign for an adequate armory. The next 
session of Congress will be petitioned for an 
appropriation of $100,000 with which to get 
under way a structure that will cost eventually 
$500,000. The problem has become pressing 
in view of the fact that the Government plans 
to raze the structures at North Capitol and D 
streets now used as armories for guard units

During the last 25 years the District Guard 
has’ expended a total of $400,000 for rented 
armories and has paid out a considerable sum 
in addition for renovation and repair. This 
year it is forced to ask for an increased ap- 
propriation to take care of the rent item. 
There are 800 members of the local guard 
divided into fourteen companies. Twenty-two 
additional units with approximately 1,500 men 
are yet to be recruited. 

The District of Columbia National Guard 
never has had an adequate armory. Guard 
units in. neighboring communities, some of 
them only a stone’s throw from the District 
line, have fine, new structures in which to 
drill and store their equipment. Washington 
has been neglected seriously in this respect. 

The function of the National Guard is to 
stand as the secondary line of national defense. 
Composed of citizens, the guard practically 
donates its time to learn the rudiments of mili- 
tary science, so that in the event of national 
emergency it will be ready. It deserves ade- 
quate housing. With a suitable place in which 
to conduct its many activities interest In the 
guard would increase considerably and young 
men would be attracted to its ranks. Gen. 
Stephan should not be expected to conduct the 
campaign for an armory single-handed. The 
public in recognition should present a united 
demand to Congress that the Washington units 
be accorded equal treatment with State units, 
most of which already own modern armories. 


GIFT TO VIRGINIA UNIVERSITY. 

The creation of a trust fund in excess of 
$5,000,000 for the University of Virginia by 
a ‘loyal and devoted alumnus’’ was announced 
this week at the graduation of the 


Southern institution. 


The University of Virginia has played an | 


outstanding role in the molding of thought and 
the creation of leaders in the Southern States. 
With its new endowment the university will 
sweep to increasing heights of power and in- 
fluence. The income from the fund is to be 
divided, one-half for the creation of fellow- 
ships and scholarships and the other half for 
general educational purposes. 

The University of Virginia shares with other 
old-established and world famous institutions 
of learning an enviable position. The Ameri- 
can college is intrusted with the sacred duty 
of preserving the knowledge of the ages and 
passing it down through generation after gen- 
eration, together with the best that is de- 
veloped in modern thought and knowledge. 
Institutions that have stood the test of time 
are the true exemplars of American educational 
methods and philosophies. Their trust is sa- 
cred, and the administration of this trust is no 
easy task. 

With adequate endowment the University 
of Virginia will enlarge its scope and amplify 
the opportunities of the young men who seek 
knowledge there. In the words of President 
Alderman, ‘“‘the great trust will enable the 
University of Virginia to undertake work on 
the highest university levels and will greatly 
increase its rank and power.” The anonymous 
aonor of the fund, the largest single gift ever 
bestowed at one time to any State university 
in America, has made a splendid contribution 
to the welfare of tie country by strengthen- 
ing the University of Virginia.

THE WORLD'S FASTEST SHIP. 

By steaming across the 8 miles that 
separate the Pacific Coast from Honolulu in 
72 hours 34 minutes, the airplane carrier Lex- 
ington captured a number of speed records. 
The run is the fastest ever made by a steamer 
between the Pacific Coast and Honolulu. 
making 770 
of the run the Lexington smashed all existing 
speed records for steamships, and the aver- 
age speed for the trip—30.7 nautical miles an 
hour—is the fastest sustained speed ever 
made by an ocean-going vessel. 

The Lexington was not constructed pri- 
marily for speed. She is no sleek, low-‘ving 
destroyer, the very lines of which suggest an 
ability to rush through the water at breath- 
less speed. She. was constructed for the 
utilitarian purpose of transporting airplanes 
and flying personnel. ‘The record-breaking 
run, therefore, is all the more remarkable. 

The achievement serves to strengthen faith 
and confidence in the Navy. Should war de- 
velop it seems certain that the airplane will 
play a major part both in sea as well as land 
operations, and there would be imperative 
need of means for quickly mobilizing planes 
in threatened areas, The Lexington should 
be able to transport a fleet of airplanes to a 
threatened American outpost before an at- 
tacking navy could get within gunshot. The 
Navy needs more Lexingtons.

Kansas City, June 13 (A. P.).—Folks 
who came to the Republican national 
convention merely sight-seeing, didn’t 
get a great deal for their time and 
trouble today, so far as the day session 
Was concerned. And at that, there were 
Tore of them looking on than at the 
opening yesterday. | 

But those who did stick it out long 
enough, missing lunch, got just a touch 
of good old fashioned political oratory 
“when George Moses of New Hampshire 
took over the gavel as permanent chair- 
man. They also saw the amazingly 
orderly crowd of delegates, alternates 
and convention officials, which had sat 
through a dreary wait for the report of 
the credentials committee, participate 
in a brief, onesided row over Texas 
délegates—which the Hoover voting 
power steamrolled as quickly as the 
votes could be counted—and then wake 
up in a hurry and get to yelling as 
though it really enjoyed it when Moses 
challenged the Democrats to “bring 
on” their most redoubtable champion, 
be his name Robinson, Jones or Smith. 

“Bring him on,” Moses smaried at 
the radio mikes before him, in rasp- 
ing tones. “Bring him on, and we'll 
bury him in-a bloody grave.” 


Moses Soon Gets Results. 


At that the sedate convention sat up 
to yell. Then it got up to yell some 
snore, and louder. Somebody, down in 
New Hampshire’s row, jerked loose the 

ate standard and waved it franti- 
cally, while Moses, steel gray eyes glit- 
tering behind his glasses in the glare 
of the spotlights, jaw outthrust in 
fighting pose and the gavel clutched 
as though it was a battle ax, glared 
truculently around. 

Bang, went the gavel, while the din 
Was at its best. Moses, the man who 
az president pro tem of the United 
States Senate, dares ride even that 
@ugust body roughshod on occasions, 
Was on the job. He wanted results, not 
noise, and proposed to get them 
quickly. 

And he did. Almost without know- 
ing it, the yellers were cut off in mid 
yeil and subsided in their chairs. The 
show was being hustled along in a 
fashion that brooked no delay, Moses 
fixing it with stern eye as he snapped 
out the next order of business and 
rushed matters without letup until he 
declared the recess to a night session 
with a final, emphatic gavel bang that 
set the speakers’ table jumping and 
close-up reporters, pecking away at 
typewriters just below, wondering 
whether chunks might not be coming 
down on their heads before this con- 
vention ends. 


Warlike Talk Leaves Him Cool. 


As the big crowd struggled out to a 
late luncheon, it had no doubt that a 
reealizing fire had come to the front. 
From his first word, snapped out with 
a vigor wholly lacking up to now, 
Moses appealed to the men and women 
who make up the huge show over 
which he presides. They seem to like 
their leaders rough-tongued, aggressive 
and colorful at times, and Moses was 
all of that, despite his immaculate air 
in trim gray business suit and sum- 
mery white shirt front. He never 
turned a hair, despite the humid. heat 
of the hall. His short, warlike address 
left him cool and trim as ever, with 
@ dry brow. 

Another impression the sightseers 
took away with them, aside from the 
tather rollicking mood in which the 
convention saw squelched an eleventh- 
hour anti-Hoover side show attempted 
on the seating of the Texas district 
Geiegates, was that of the slender, 
black gownned figure of Mrs. Mabel 
‘Walker Willebrandt, credential com- 
mittee chairman and first woman to 
hold a national convention post of that 
size. She is, also, an assistant attorney 
general of the United States, again 
first of her sex to fill that berth, and 
she had sat up until the wee small 
hours of this morning presiding over 
the committee wrangle that preceded 
the row on the convention floor. 


She Gives No Sign of Fatigue. 


But there was no sign of fatigue or 
excitement about her when she slipped 
in, after nearly an hour’s wait, with her 
report tucked under her arm and the 
prospect of the first fight of the conven- 
tion itself just before her. Mrs. Wille- 
brandt’s selection as credentials com- 
mittee boss was one of the early Hoov- 
er signposts of control. She was there 
to complete the job, and did it ‘in 
workmanlike, or workladylike, fashion. 

The woman lawyer had no emotional 
appeal to make when her five minutes 
to answer the challenge of the minority 
report on the Texas case rolled around. 
She had only legal argument. Her oppo- 
rents insisted there was no question in- 
volved of factional differences, only one 
of law and the legal rights of the con- 
vention to ignore State statutes that 
would muzzle free delegates under a 
unit rule. Mrs. Willebrandt came back 
at them in her best court manner, 
despite the fact that she had no judge 
and a jury of some thousands instead 
of a mere dozen to address. 

Her tones, low set, well paused and 
with sustained inflections, carried out 
to the far’corners of the hall as easily 
as any Senate or House trained orator 
of the lot; very much more easily 
than the husky voice Senator Fess, of 
Ohio, had to show as temporary chair- 
men after his long keynoting job yes- 
terday. The crowd seemed to like the 
experience, despite the dry-as-dust 
gound matter ‘of debate. Even the gal- 
leries, probably without the least no- 
tion what it was all about, sat to 
listen as still as though spellbound and 
whey rounded it off with 4 battering 
barrage of hand clapping when Mrs. 
Willebrandt concluded. 


Fess Has His Own Troubles.

gardless of the best-laid plans. 
Interest’ centered in the Middle West. 
Both Vice President Dawes and Sen- 
ator Deneen are friendly to Frank O. 
Lowden as well as from the same politi- 
cal family in Chicago. When first ap- 
proached, Senator Deneen turned 
against the proposal completely. To- 
day it was understood he was put for- 
ward again and again he repeated his 
desire to remain in the Senate, but 
there was a feeling that he would yield 
if nominated. 

There seems to be considerable doubt 
as to whether Senator Curtis, a preste 
dential candidate, would accept the Vice 
Presidency. Until he is definitely out 921 
the race, Mr. Curtis is not going to dis- 
cuss it, but he has used pretty strong 
words in discussing those who are pro- 
posing him for second place while the 
head of the ticket is still t. be chosen. 
A new name was added to the score 
already in the field today—Judge Will- 
lam Kenyon, of lowa, a former senator 
from that State. Judge Kenyon was 
prominently mentioned in the 1924 
convention. He was proposed by the 
Wisconsin delegation, which is sup- 
porting Senator Norris, of Nebraska, 
for President. 


Talk of “Young Teddy.” 


Names came up so fast that it was 
hard to keep track of the growing 
field and in many instances as fast as 
a@ man was proposed he spiked his 
own boom. This was true of Senator 
Deneen, of Illinvis, who took himself 
out of the race, but his friends are 


hopeful that he will reconsider. Friends 
of Senator Fess, of Ohio, believed he 
would not be favorable to the boom 
started in Ohio quarters for him be- 
cause of his approaching campaign for 
reelection to the Senate. 

The California delegation gave Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, jr.. a good hand when 
he passed by it today, and there is talk 
of “young Teddy” for the Vice Presi- 
dency. 

The lowa delegation caucused early 
today and voted unanimously to sup- 
port Hanford MacNider for the. vice 
presidential nomination. 

There were so many vice presidential 
names in the convention discussion 
today that Senator Moses, permanent 
chairman of the assembly, said he al- 
most was tempted to call for a special 
meeting of the field of candidates. 


New York Caucus Votes 
90 for Hoover on First 


Kansas .City, June 13 (A.P.).—The 
New York delegation at a caucus to- 
night decided to cast its 90 votes for 
Herbert Hoover on the first ballot.

Vare’s Stand Helps Much. 


Just a few minutes before Senator 
Mosés spoke, it was vividly demonstrat- 
ed just what the bolt the other night 
of William 8. Vare, of Philadelphia, 
meant to the Hoover cause. The con- 
test on the 36 districts delegates of 
Texas was brought the floor with Mrs. 
Willebrandt presenting the majority re- 
port and Samuel Hastings, of Delaware, 
presenting the minority report. The 
vote was a clean cut show-down be- 
tween the Hoover and antiforces with 
Hoover winning, of course, 659!, to 
39914.

On the real 
balloting and under existing circum- 
stances Hoover will, of course, get more 
of the New York votes. Delaware, with 
its 9 votes and Connecticut with its 17 
voted solidly against him.

Text of Borah’s Plank 
Naming Dry Amendment 


Kansas City. Mo., June 13 (AP.).— 
The Borah plank in the Republican 
party platform, calling for “vigorous 
enforcement” of the Eighteenth 
Amendment, was adopted early today 
by the Republican convention ,resolu- 
tions subcommittee of fifteen. Under 
the head of “Law Enforcement,” the 
plank reads as follows: 

“We reaffirm the American constitu- 
tional doctrine as announced by George 
Washington in his ‘Farewell Address’ to 
wit: ‘The Constitution which at any 
time exists until changed by the ex- 
pressed and authentic act by the whole 
people is sacredly obligatory upon all.’ 

“We also reaffirm the attitude of the 
American people toward the Federal 
Constitution as declared by Abraham 
Lincoln: ‘We are by both duty and in- 
clination bound to stick by that Con- 
stitution in all its letter and spirit 
from beginning to end. I am for the 
honest enforcement of the Constitu- 
tion. Our safety, our liberty depends 
upon preserving the Constitution of the 
United States, as our forefathers made 
it inviolate.’ 

“The people through the method 
provided by the Constitution have 
written the Eighteenth Amendment 
into the Constitution. The Republican 
party pledges itself and its nominees to 
the observance and vigorous enforce- 
ment of this provision of the Constitu- 
tion.”’

BREEDEN IS GIVEN 
5 YEARS IN KILLING 


“Lucky,” Says Court in Pro- 
nouncing Sentence at 


Second Trial. 
Special to The Washington Post. 
Luray, Va., June 13.—Found guilty | 
of murder in the second degree for | 
slaying his cousin, Houck Breeden, on 
the night of April 20, at the Meadows, 
Va., schoolhouse, Herbert Breeden was 
tonight sentenced to 5 years in the 
penitentiary, after the court denied a 
motion to have the verdict set aside. 
An appeal was noted. It was Breeden’s 
second trial, a jury in the same court '! 
sexeral weeks ago having disagreed. 
Sentencing Breeden, the judge de- 
clared, “You are a lucky man.” Breeden 
received the sentence unmoved, as did 
his wife, who was in the courtroom, 
Dramatic events closed the _ trial 
earlier in the day. Two brothers and a 
sister of the defendant swore they had 
heard him declare a year ago he would 
kill Houck Breeden if it took ten years. 
The defense’s star witness, Herbert 
Cave, was subjected to three hours’ 
questioning by the prosecution. Cave 
was followed by twenty or more wit- 
nesses who swore Houck Breeden was 
the aggressor. Cave, teacher of the 
Meadows School at the time of the 
tragedy, hati commissioned Herbert 
Breeden to keep order. The slaying 
was an outgrowth of an old grudge be- 
tween’ the Breedens, the prosecution 
contended.

German Aviatrix Asserts She

New York, June 13 (A.P.).—Thea 
Rasche, German’ aviatrix, tonight re- 
iterated an announcement she made 
earlier in the day that she would pro- 
ceed independently with arrangements 
for a transatlantic flight, and denied 
reports that she had abandoned all 
plans for flying across the ocean.

Blaze to Test Safes Scheduled 
for 5 A. M., in Order to 
Avoid Crowds.

16 ENGINES TO STAND BY 


While the tired business man sleeps 
the peaceful slumber that only can be 
his on Sunday morning, a score of Bu- 
reau of Standards scientists, more than 


150 firemen and a large detail of police 
will take part in the staging of a 
gigantic blaze to determine just how 
much heat the average safe can with- 
stand, in answer to-a much repeated 
inquiry from business men throughout 
the country. 

Sixteen pieces of fire apparatus will 
surround the block in which the ex- 
periment will take place at approxi- 
mately 5 a. m., according to present 
plans, provided there is no wind. A 
wall-of water, available at a moment’s 
notice, can be thrown on the fire if it 
is deemed necessary, it was learned at 
the fire department 

The fire is expected to burn uncon- 
trolled for about three hours before 
the fire department takes the situation 
in hand. Surrounding buildings, in- 
cluding the Postoffice and the estab- 
lishments of commission merchants on 
B street and Louisiana avenue nearby, 
will be guarded against flying sparks 
by a corps of men stationed upon roofs. 

Scientific instruments in a_e small 
bricK building a block from the blaze 
will record the progress of the flames 
and furnish data for later use in 
determining which of the two score 
of safes stored there withstood the heat 
with the least damage to safe and 
contents 

The hour for the destruction of the 
buildings which were scheduled for re- 
moval under the Federal building pro- 
gram, was made an early one to avoid 
the congestion of traffic resultant from 
the establishment of fire lines. Despite 
the hour, the police are making plans

boxes will be guarded against the 
attempts of well intentioned persons to 
turn in calls. 

The apparatus which will be used by 
firemen is mostly of a reserve stock, and 
more , than 100 of the men will be 
giving their “day off” to assure the 
safety of downtown Washington during 
the experiment. The blaze will “be 
handled in much the same manner as 
would a five alarm fire, it was said 
Only one company, however. will be 
unavailable to respond to other alarms.

Witness Also Tells of College 
Being Used to Make 
Power Surveys. 


EXPENSES OF PROFESSORS 
PAID TO CONFERENCE 


Thousands of Pamphlets Sent 
to Schools in Louisiana, 
Another Testifies. 


(Associated Press.) 

Contacts established by the Texas 
Public Service Information Bureau and 
the Southwestern Public Service Asso- 
ciation with college professors, colleges 
and other educational institutions in 
the Southwest, particularly in Texas, 
were described yesterday by C. W. Davis, 
of Dallas, chairman of the bureau and 
& member of the association, at the 
Federal Trade Commission’s utility in- 
vestigation. 


Another witness, S. J. Ballinger, sec- 
retary of the Southwestern division of 


the National Electric Light Association, 
testified that his organization, which 
represents Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas. 
Loulsiana and Mississippi, the same 
States in the territory of the South- 
western Public Service Association, 
planned to spend $20,000 this year on 
public relation work. 

His organization, ‘Ballinger said, al- 
ready had paid the expenses of a meet- 
ing of professors called by Dean C. O. 
Ruggles, formerly of Ohio State Uni- 
versity, at New Orleans, to discuss util- 
ity courses in colleges. He added that 
thé expenses of many professors to this 
gathering had been paid by the organ- 
ization. 


College Used for Survey. 


Davis testified that the Texas Agri- 
cultural and Mechanica) College was 
used by the Southwestern association 
as an avenue through which a survey 
of rural electrification was made by 
John E. Waggoner, a former farm !imple- 
ment salesman from Chicago who is 
connected with the institution. 


Documents, introduced into the 
record, showed that in 1927 the associ- 
ation spent $3,241 for the survey and 
that In 1928 the survey expenses have 
amounted to $5,419. 

Davis, who also is vice president of 
the Dallas Power & Light Co., testified 
that the money was »aid to the college, 
which turned the funds over to Wag- 
goner. 

Davis described in his testimony that 
utility men in Texas delivered ad- 
dresses at colleges, and in high schools 
and of the work of women employees 
who are trained by the companies to 
address children in grade schools on 
technical subjects. 

He declared that the Texas utility 
companies were thorough in their con- 
tacts with educational institutions, 
making them through personal ac- 
quaintance and joint work with them 

He added that the Texas institutions 
were anxious for the development of 
that state and often asked the assist- 
ance of utility companies in solving 
their problems, 


Schools Flooded With Pamphlets, 


The utility companies went to the 
colleges for assistance in their prob- 
lems because, he said, they were the 
right institutions to handle them. 

The third witness of yesterday’s 
session, Hugh M. Blain, of New Orleans, 
director of the Louisiana-Mississipp! 
committee on public utility informa- 
tion, declared that T. H. Harris, super- 
intendent of education for Louisiana, 
granted him permission on December 
13, 1927, to distribute thousands of 
utility pamphlets to the schools in that 
State. He added that the pamphlets 
were welcomed in the schools of 
Louisiana. 

With the consent of the utility com- 
panies and the president of Tulane 
University at New Orleans, Blain also 
testified, he had held a position as in- 
structor in journalism at the univer- 
sity for two years. He added that he 
had been director of his organization 
since 1923. 

His organization is now distributing 
utility publicity to 6,500 persons, news- 
papers, colleges, professors and high 
schools, he said, and he added that he 
had written articles for the New 
Orleans Times-Picayune and Item and 
other Southern papers. 


Oxley Corrects Testimony. 


George F. Oxley, of New York, di- 
rector of information of the National 
Electric Light Association, went on the 
stand at his own request. He said 
he wanted to correct some of his previ- 
ous testimony relative to a survey of 
the Ontario government-owned power 
system made by Samuel S. Wyer, for- 
merly of Smithsonian Institution. 

Oxley said he had been recorded as 
testifying that a payment of $3,000 
had been made to Wyer, and declared 
that he had not made the statement, 
and an investigation in his office failed 
to show any record of the alleged 
payment. 

Robert E. Healy, the commission 
counsel, declared that he did) not want 
it even intimated that he was accept- 
ing the correction, but would ascer- 
tain what Oxley’s testimony was sup- 
posed to be when the official reporter, 
who took the testimony was ques- 
tioned. 

Healy Produces Checks. 


But while questioning Oxley, .Healy 
produced two cancelled checks for 
$2,500, made out to the Fuel Power 
Transportation Educational Foundation 
of Ohio, which bore the indorsement 
of that organization and that of Dr. 
Wyer. The checks were dated, respec- 
tively, December 2, 1927, and January 
11, 1928, and were drawn on the Na- 
tional Electric Light Association. 

Oxley was ordered by Healy to pro- 
duce a check, issued by the National 
Electric Light Association in November, 
1925, for $1,000, about which the coun- 
sel said, he wanted to learn if it had 
been made out to Wyer. 

Mr. Healy indicated that he would 
recall Blain to the stand today with 
the purpose of introducing irto the 
record the list of names of the col- 
lege professors who attended the meet- 
ing at New Orleans.

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WILL. GO TO NICARAGUA 


Marines and Sailors Included 
in Reinforcements for 3,700 
Already There. 


COOLIDGE MEETING HELD 


Fifteen hundred additional Ameri- 
can troops will be sent within a 
days to Nicaragua to reinforce 
3,700 marines already there, it 
authoritatively learned yesterday. 

Both marines and bluejackets will 
be included in the reinforcements, the 
former being drawn largely from service 
aboard battleships. Orders have been 
prepared to send 600 marines in ad- 
vance to replace an equal number who 
have been withdrawn from guard duty 
in the Centra] American country to 
undergo training as election judges 
and clerks in preparation for the 
Nicaraguan elections in November. The 
other 900 marines or sailors will be 
used to maintain order before and im- 
mediately after election day, as well as 
during the voting. 

The decision to send these reinforce- 
ments was reached after a series of 
conferences here and in Panama. Brig. 
Gen. Frank R. McCoy, chairman of the 
Nicaraguan national board of elections, 
who is now returning to Managua after 
an official visit to Washington, and 
Rear Admiral David F. Sellers, com- 
manding the naval service squadron in 
Nicaraguan waters, discussed the situa- 
tion when they met in Panama Monday. 

As a result of this discussion Gen. 
McCoy telegraphed the Navy Depart- 
ment here, asking for the reinforce- 
ments. Yesterday Rear Admiral Charles 
F. Hughes and Maj. Gen. John A. Le- 
jeune, commandant of the Marine 
Corps, conferred with President. Cool- 
idge and presumably asked him to 
approve the plan. After the confer- 
ence orders were issued to expedite 
preparations for the movement of the 
reinforcements to Nicaragua. 

Navy Department officials refused to 
indicate when the marines and blue- 
jackets will vill sail.

| drcicbishon Praieen: Bislios Shahan,’ Who Retires as 
University Rector to Complete Shrine Work; 
Students Rise to Give Ovation. 


Degreés were conferred upon the 314 
members of the graduating class at the 
thirty-ninth annual commencement ex- 
ercises of Catholic University yesterday 
by the Most Rev. Michael J. Curley, 
Archbishop of Baltimore and chancellor 
of the university. The archbishop pre- 
sided and made the principal address, 

The archbishop commented briefly on 
the valedictory address given by Stephen 
A Towell, in which the latter spoke of 
courage. Archbishop Curley declared 
this was a good thought for the mem- 
bers of the class to carry with them into 
life. He urged them to take courage 
with them in facing the social problems 
of the modern day world and urged 
them to have the courage to practice 
their religion. ' 

“I now will talk on the ‘Man of the 
Hour,’ the archbishop said. “‘To Bishop 


Shahan we extend our proffered thanks 
in the name of the university, in the 
name of the hierachy of the Catholic 
Church and in the name of 20,000,000 
Catholics.” He paid tribute to the serv- 
ices rendered the university and the 
church by Bishop Shakan, who retires 
as rector of the university to devote his 
life to the completion of the National 
Shrine of the Immaculate Conception. 

Archbishop Curley referred to Bishop 
Thomas J. Shahan as the “outstanding 
figure in the field of Catholic educa- 
tion,” and in the 40 years of service the 
bishop has given, throughout which, he 
declared, Bishop Shahan has had but 
one objective—to increase the power of 
Catholic thought. 

He urged the graduating class to con- 
tinue to remember Catholic University 
and to assist Bishop Shahan in a con- 
structive program which he is planning 
for the university and the shrine. 

Bishop Shahan spoke briefly. He gave 
a resume of the growth of the univer- 
sity and expressed his regret that he ts 
to sever his active connection with it 
after so many years. 

The more than 1,000 persons present 
stood and cheered for se eral minutes 
when Archbishop Curley called upon 
them to show their appreciation for the 
work done by Bishop Shahan. Mem- 
bers of the graduating class gave three 
cheers for the retiring rector.

Must Take Stand Church in 
Middle Ages Did, Com- 
mencement Classes Told. 


UNIVERSITY CONFERS 
DEGREES UPON 450 


5,000 Witness Ceremonies in 
Auditorium; Graduates Told 
to Go Forth to Serve. 


Education must eventually take over 
in the modern world the identical po- 
sition occupied by the church in the 
Middle Ages, Dean Roscoe Pound, head 
of the Harvard Law School, last night 
told 450 members of the George Wash- 
ington University graduating class, and 
some 5,000 person: attending the an- 
nual commencement exercises of the 
school at the Washington Auditorium. 


The Harvard dean, who was later to 
receive the honorary degree of doctor 
of laws at the hands of Dr. Cloyd Heck 
Marvin, president of the university, 
took for his subject, “What Can We 
Expect to Accomplish Through Educa- 
tion?” His address preceded the con- 
ferring of degrees upon graduates of 
seven schools of the institution, in 
which the deans of the various depart- 
ments officiated. 

The clash of man’s ideals and dl- 
versity of views concerning social or- 
der are responsible for the ills of the 
world, Dean Pound told the graduates. 
Explaining that he had been accused of 
using “high-brow terms, ”" the dean re- 
ferred to ideals as “pictures” through- 
out his address, and declared it the 
function of education to criticize and 
harmonize the “pictures of things as 
they should be.” 


Faith in Elders Failing. 


If youth has become disillusioned, 
he said, their disillusionment has taken 
the form of failing faith in their elders, 
h> said, while others have become skep- 
tical of the ability of society to remedy 
its ills. He declared the prevailing 
disillusionment “a natural reaction 
from the over faith of a rationalistic 
era.” 

President Marvin's address to the 
graduates was brief. He charged them 
to “go forth to serve,” and warned 
them that the democratic society in 
which they should sérve “tests men.” 
Life is worth while, he caid, in the 
proportion that each man finds a place 
in the lives of other men.’

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C. H. Kemerer Dives to C. N. 
Stewart’s Aid, but Is Bat- 
tered on Rocks. 


RESCUE LINE IS BROKEN 


Desperate efforts to save Charles Nor- 
man Stewart, 55-year-old member of 
the Fairfax County (Va.) Board of Su- 
pervisors, from drowning last night in 
the swirling waters of Occoquan Creek 
failed when a would-be rescuer was 
battered against the rocks and a fishing 
line which had been hooked into Stew- 
art’s clothing broke from his weight. 
Stewart, retired merchant and promi- 
nent citizen of Burke, Va., was fishing 
in the creek with two friends, C. H. 
Kemerer and Charles Hopkins, both of 
the same town, when shortly after 6 
o'clock he slipped from his position on 
the rocks. 

He was unable to swim and called for 
help. Kemerer, fully clothed, dived into 
the swift waters and obtained a grip on 
his clothes, but he lost ‘his grip when 
he was battered against the rocks. 

He climbed to the rocks and cast his 
fishing line. The hooks caught in Stew- 


art’s clothing and he tried to pull Stew- 
art to safety, but the tackle broke.

AY fever is caused by the pollens 
H of trees, grasses and weeds. That 

which develops in the spring is 
caused by tree polen. That of the 
late spring and early summer, by grass 
pollen, and that of the late summer 
and autumn by weed pollen. 

People vary in their sensitiveness to 
pollens, and pollens vary in their abil- 
ity to cause hay fever. Some years 
ago Dr. Scheppergrell began to write 
about the variations in hay fever pol- 
lens in various parts of the United 
States and the need of studying the 
pollen pollution of the sir in several 
States at all seasons of the years. 

The United States Public Health Serv- 
ice followed with a report giving the 
facts then known about the distribu- 
tion of different pollens in different 
parts of the country and at different 
seasons of the year.

He ruled over 
the spirits or “shades” of the dead— 
over all who did not go to Elysium, a 
land of joy The realm over which 
this god ruled came to be called “the 
House of Hades” or simply “Hades.” 
The wife of Hades was the lovely Per- 
sephone, daughter of the goddess Dem-

Demeter, her mother, searched far 
and wide for Persephone. When she 
could not find her, she refused to eat 
ambrosia or sip nectar any more. She 
told the soil not to bear crops and 
put both gods and men in dismay. 

Zeus at last sent Hermes to. Hades 
to ask for Persephone. 

Hades consented to let her come to 
the outer world of light provided she 
would return. She had tasted food in 
Hades, he said, so she had to spend 
part of her time with him forever 
after. Demeter was joyful to have her 
daughter with her for even part of the 
time, so she let the crops grow again. 

This myth was meant to explain why 
nature makes both darkness and day- 
light, both winter and summer. Dark- 
ness and winter stood for times when 
Persephone was in Hades; daylight and 
summer for times when she was back 
with her -dear mother.

Approximately 500 local employers 
attended the meeting and Judge War- 
wick and J. W. Hartley, of the United 
States Fidelity & Guaranty Co., spoke. 


Many Questions Asked. 


Both were beseiged with questions 
relative to problems in their particular 
businesses under the new law. 

Judge Warwick emphasized the fact 
tha* the provisions of the law cover all 
employes except those engaged in agri- 
culture, domestic service or casual em- 
ployment, not in the wsual course of 
trade, business or occupation of the 
employer. 

. If in doubt as to whether any of his 
employes come within the exceptions, 
he said, an employer should provide for 
such employes through blanket pay roll 
insurance. 


. Provisions for Rebates. 


If the compensation commission or 
the courts subsequently decide. that 
they are not included in the law, pre- 
mium rebates for such portion of the 
pay roll may be secured from the in- 
surance companies, Judge Warwick ex- 
plained.

Miss Genevieve Cline Declares

LEXINGTON BREAKS 
ALL FAST RECORDS 


Airplane ‘Carrier Averages 
30.7 Miles an Hour on Trip 
to Honolulu. 


Three speed records, each bettering 
the preceding, were made by the naval 
aircraft carrier Lexington on its trip 
from San Pedro, Calif., to Honolulu,

Aus- 
tria, Belgium, Bulgaria, Estonia, Greece, 
Hungary. the Irish Free State, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Luxemburg, New Zealand, 
Roumania, Spain and Jugoslavia 

Latest reports show that Germany 
has a balance of only 82 of its yearly 
quota of 51,227, while Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, with a quota of 
34,007, had a balance of 213. Other 
countries whose allowances had been 
nearly filled are Czechoslovakia, with 
a balance of 1; Denmark, 14; France, 
5; Italy, 266; Netherlands, 1; Norway, 
23; Poland, 24; Russia, 14; Sweden, 27, 
and Switzerland, 38.
